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Until within a few years our knowledge of 
South Africa was confined to the colony of the 
Cape of Good Hope, which stretches along the 
coast at the southern extremity of the continent, 
and includes the white settlements and the coun- 
try of the Hottentots. In the year 1801, howev- 
er, two Ex.clish travellers penetrated into the in- 
terior, to the distance of 9U0 miles, in a north- 
easterly direction trom Cape Tewn, where they 
discovered towns of considerable magnitude, and 
among others, Lattak.o the capitalof the Bos 
chuanas, which was supposed to contain 8 or 10 
thousand inhabitants. In the year 1802, the 
London Missionary Society established a mission 
among the Griquas, at the distance of 700 miles 
in a northeasterly direction from Capetown, and 
in 1817 two missionaries were sent by the same 
society to Lattakoo, whe: e they have been treated 
by the king and chiefs with much respect. All 
atlempts to penetrate to any considerable dis- 
tance beyond Lattakoo have proved «insuccessful. 
There are many indications, however, that nu- 
Merous and powerful tribes inhabit the country 
horth of the Boschuanus ; and decisive evidence 
of this fact is furnished by the following account 
of anirruption of the Mantatees, which we copy 
from tue Evangelical Magazine for January. It is 
derived principally from information communi- 
cated by Mr. Moffat. F Observer. 

WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

The approach of a numerous and fero- 
cious multitude of unknown savages tow- 
ards Latiakoo and its neighbouring coun 
(ries, hay been frequently noticed in the 
public papers, and a considerable alarm 
Was consequently exeited not only in the 
Country more immediately menaced, but 
iu the colony of the Cape itself. 

Mr. Moffat, one of our missionaries at 
Lattakoo, thought it necessary to obtain 
accurate information respecting these in- 
vaders, who had destroyed Kurreechane, 
the Baralongs, &e &e. and therefore set 
out on horsehack, accompanied by Mr. G, 
Thompson, an K nglish gentleman of Cape 

Own, to reconnoitre. 

The resuli of the information so obtain- 
ed was luid before the people of Lattakoo. 
by King Mateebe, in a public meeting 
called for that purpose ; when it was de- 
termined to prepare for their defence 
a the approaching enemy. Mr 
Moffait also repaired to the missiouary 








settlement at Griqua Town, and having 
informed the people of the danger, and 
that the enemy had entered Old Lattaioo, 
an armed body of sbout 100 men, mount- 
ed on horseback, proceeded towards the 
«pot Mr. Moffat was requested to ac 
company them, as if was reported that 
there were white wen among the invaders, 
aud it was hoped that his presence wouid 
prevent any rash measures on the part of 
the Boschuanas of Lattakoo, or of the 
Griquas, who, though resident in or near 
the wissionary settlement, are yet but 
partially civilized. 

On the 24th day of June 1823, the par 
ty proceeded as fur us the Malareen river, 
where they halted; but a few went for 
ward in the evening, to wateh the motions 
of the adversary 5 and at 10 o’elock next 
morning came within sight of them. Mr. 
M and Warerboes, the chief of the Com- 
mando, having ob:amed some information |

from -iraggling individuals, proceeded | 
till they oeheld the immense black | 


groupes, who were enclosing the eattle | 
they bad taken on their mareh. 

Afier consul ation on the best plan to | 
be adopted in their present circumstances, | 
ii was agreed to send forward one or iwo 
of ‘heir uumbecr unarmed, and request two 
or three of the Mantatees to come and 
confer withthem. But this plan of pacifica 
tion was immediately frustrated, for they 
broke out inio a most hideous yell, (pro 
bably like the ludian war-hoop) and the 
armed men rushed upon them iu tie most 
furious manner. 

The Griquas retired to a small dis 
tance, and calmly prepared some tood for 
their own dinner, and hoped, by their pa- 
cific behaviour, lo exciie some familiarity 
between the parties; but ali the means 
they could devise to bring them to terms of

Griquas mounied their horses, and ap- 
proached within about 150 yards uf the 
enemy, Wheu they renewed their dreadful 
howl; threw out their right and let 
wings, discharging from their hauds some 
of their savage weapons. heir black 
dismal appearauce, and savage tury, were 
ealcuiaied to daunt ; and the Griquas, on 
the first attack oi the enemy, retieaied a 
few yards. and again drew up. W ater 
buer then commenced firtog, and leveiled 
one of their warriors to the ground 5 sev- 
eral more fell, when the wings retired, 
with their shields on their backs, crouch- 
ing as the muskets were discharging 

According to the plan agreed upon, the 
firing was slow, but very regular, consid 
ering 11 was by avery irregular and un. 
disciplined corps. At was expected that 
the courage of the enemy woutd be daunt 
ed, when they saw so mauy of their war- 
riors fail by an invisible weapon; and suf 
ficient intervals were allorded them to 
make proposals of peace, bul all was in- 
effectual. They advauced wiih reuewed 
fury, so as to oblige the Giiguas to re- 
treat, though only to a short distance 5 for 
the enemy never attempted to advauce 
inure than 200 yards from their cattle. 

‘The trivg continued, and proved very 
destructive, fur many of their chiefs fell 
victims to their own temerity; yet they still 
pushed forward, treading on the bodies of 
their slain companions. 

Ammuuiiou having become searee, it 
was resolved to endeavor to draw out a 
part of the men by means of the horsemen 
retreating, aud then galloping between 
them aud the main body, which was ouce 
effected, and many in consequence fell. 

At length, after a conflict of two hoars 
and a hati, the euemy gave way, taking 
a westerly direction, which the horsemen 
intercepted 5 they then descended towards 
aravine, which they crossed, and were 
again intercepted. his reudered them 
periectly de-perate ; but they were soun 
repulsed, with a considerable loss. Vhey 
then continued their fight to Old Latta. 
koo, where, joining the party they lef 
there before the ba tle still more numerous 
they set fire to the town, and retreated, iu 
ap immense body, norihward. The Gri- 
qua» continued to pursue them about eigtt 
miles; and though they remamed desper- 
ate, they were filled with terror, lest, as 


they expressed it * the thunder and light-

| pees, on the Kroowman river, are as yet the 
only people who bave eseaped the scourge ; 
aud it may be hoped, that the interes: 
which the missionaries have taken ip 
theiz welfare, may lead them to depre 
cate their leaving them, as onee they wish- 
ed, and increase their respeet, both for 
their civilized trieads, and for the instruc- 
tivn offered them ” 

| Various reports have sinee the battle 
reached the Griquas, respecting the re- 
treat, the motions, and the intentions of 
the invaders ; and the expedition coniinu 
ed on the alert,in order to withstand fu- 
ture assaults, should they be aitempied | 

The condition of the Boschuanas who have been 
robbed of their cattle by this invasion, is distress- 
ing in the extreme “* When a commercial or ag- 
ricultural people,” says the Rev. Dr. Philip ot 
Capetown, “ are deprived of their property, they 
have resources lett, they may still emerge from 
their distress, and rise above their mustortunes ; 
but when a pastoral people are robbed of their 
cattle, they have nothing lefi—they must perish 
vr rob others.” It is bighly probable, theretore, 
that the Boschuanas who have lost their cattle 
will betake tuemselves to (he mountains and the 
bushes, aud becoine robbers of the desert, or 
what is termed in South Atrica, Bushmea. Dr 
Philip thinks there can be no doubt that the 
Bushmen of South Africa were once ia possession 
of the fertile parts of che country, tul they were 
deprived of their herds and docks, and forced to 
depend on the chase and plunder for a subsis- 
ecuce.

RAPTISM OF ANOTHER JEW AT THE EPIS8¢ 
COPAL JEWS’ CHAPEL, LONDON. 


On Sunday evening, October ad. a con- 
verted Jew, a native of Poland, was bap- 
lized in the presenee of a numerous con- 
gregation, at the [Episcopal Jews’ Chapel. 
He teft Poland early in life, and had for 
many years travelled, asa merchant, in va- 
rious countries. His attention having 
been called to the subject of Christianity. 
he resolved to examine the Seriptures for 
himself, and spent the whole time of: his 
last voyage from Jamacia to England, in 
comparing the Old and New ‘Testament 
together, with the earnest desire to be led 
into the trath. ‘I'he result was, what will 
ever be the ease, with the sincere inquirer, 
that he was convinced that Jesus of Naz- 
areth was the Messiah of whom. Moses 
and the Prophets did write, and in Him 
he found a Saviour exactly suited to the 
necessities of his awakened soul. After 
his arrival in England, he spent two 
months more in the diligent study of the 
Scriptures, when he became earnestly de 

sirous of making a public profession of 
his faith. Not knowing what course to 
pursue, he weat to the house of the Reet- 
or ofa Parish in London, atwhose chureh 
he had attended on the Sabbath days, but 
Was told he had left town, and would not 
return fora fortnight, Having beard of 
the existence of a Missionary Society, and 
made kuown bis ease to the Assistant 
Secretary of that Institution. Being told 
by him that he had better make applica- 
tion to the Jews’ Society, be rephed, 
“why should you wish to send me to the 
Jews, when it is my earnest wish to became 
& Uhristian 7 Phe Seeretary soon recti- 


our assistance, so many of them were sick 
About half had the fever and ague. Rro 
ther Lilis will probably never recover,— 
several of the scholars are sick—ove girl 
died two days after our arrival,—others 
have gone nome because there was no one 
to instruct the schuols The charge ol 
the boys was cominitted to me, the girls 
to Mrs,Gage. We find them pieasam 
and agreeable. There are now only 40 
boys, and 10 or 12 arls One of ihe boys 
is an Owhyhean and gives evideuce of ha- 
ving passed from death unto life. He is 
the only one in the schools, who hase 
hope,—one of the girls is under serious 
Impressions, 

Under date of January 5, he states, “ ] 
fing but little time for relaxation or retire 
ment. When out of school, ] must take 
iny tools in the morning, work with the 
boys ull school time, the same alter school, 
and repair their teois inthe evening, and 
once or twice in a week set up with the 
sick. There are now 20 laborers at this 
station, and not more than hait are in a si- 
uation to render the nission any service 
We hope, however, some are fast recover- 
ing. Father Hoyt has bad no use of his 
limbs for several weeks,—brother ith» 
continues very feeble,—sister Vail has 
been unable to walk across the room tor 
more than a year. Vor these, 2 or 3 must 
be employed, and there are several others, 
who require considerable attention ; in 
addition to all this, the care of between 50 
and 60 scholars; all this imposes a iabori- 
ous task upon those who are blessed with 
health. ‘Tho’ my laborsare bard, | feel 1t 
is the cause of God, and am cheered with 
the thought that good has beeu, and proba- 
bly will be done, and that the schools will 
prove a great and lasting biessing o this 
poor benighted people. van. Monitor.

Bibles for Scamen-—In 1814, my son 
sailed from London for Canada. When 
he got as far as the Banks of Newfound.
